Conciliation Meetings End 
in Failure—Shop Trades 
Ask That Approximately 
43 Per Cent Cuts Be 
Eliminated. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 9.—Not only 
do the shop trades division of 
railroad labor protest the second 
10 per cent wage reduction im- 
posed by both the Canadian Pa- 
cific and Canadian National rail- 
roads “but they also demand the 
return to the basic rates,” said 
Robert Tallon, president of the 
shop trades, division No. 4 of the 


American Federation of Labor, 
Tuesday, in announcing concilia- 
tion meetings with railroad repre- 
sentatives had concluded. 

The shop trades and the roads 
arrived at the conc'usion§ they 
were unable to compose their dif- 
ference, following two days’ con- 
ference and_ representatives of 
the men began to return home. 

The next move was considered 
up to the railways and it was be- 
lieved a board of conciliation 
would be requested. 

The first 10 per cent cut was 
the initial derogation from the 
basic wage rate, explained Mr 
Tallon. The negotiations just 
concluded were as a result of the 
opposition to a second 10 per 
cent cut, but he wished to make 
clear that his organization was 
“equally and cubstantia'ly” op- 
posed to both reductions. He add- 
ed that taking into consideration 
salary cuts, reduced hours and 
layoffs, the men of his division 
had been forced to give up 43 per 
cent of their earnings.

They would hardly 
have done that so quickly without some 
assurance as to how many dollars they 
will get to the pound when the bonds fail 
due,

“TOO MAN BUFFALOS” 


Once upon a tir so runs the fz 
Indians who lived on the plains and among 
the foot-hills of the country that is now 
the province of Alberta found th I 
were too many buffalos. Everywh the 
Shaggy monsters roamed, in countless 
herds, and rolling fat 

Because the buffalos were so 
ous, the Indians were in deep distress. A 
quarter of them had nothing to eat, little 
to wear, and no teepees to sleep in. The 
rest fared worse than they ever had done 
before, and did not know how to get skins 
with which to make themselves new cloth- 
ing or repair their dwellings. The country, 
in fact, was suffering from a terrible de- 
pression, and everybody was poor and 
miserable and hopeless. 

Down in what is now the State of 
Montana the Sioux found themseiy in 
the same deplorable conditions. There, 
too, the buffalo had multiplied beyond 
tradition, Wherefore the Sioux also were 
in trouble. Their teepees were wearing 
out, their clothing was in tatt had 
not enough to eat, and didn’t é 
to do about it 

Distress is the mother of conferences 
The Alberta Indians and the Montana 
Indians decided to go into a huddle and see 
what they could think up, if anything 
Weapons were laid aside and the chiefs 
went into a pow-wow. They told their 
troubles, pondered relief policies, and de- 
cided that the only salvation they saw 
was to go home and tell their tribesmen 
to kill off half the buffalos. That would 
check production, reduce the embarrassing 
surplus, and give everybody a chance to 
eat, dress and house himself and be happy 
once more, 

This fable has the ear-mark of im- 
probability. The Indians never were stupid 
enough to go hungry because there was 
too much food at hand, and ragged be- 
cause clothing material was plentiful, and 
sleep under the stars because hides were 


available in endless numbers out of which 
to build shelters. 

Only the cultured Whites could ever 
attain the sublime assinity that makes 
possible such a thing as a wealth-depres- 
sion. That is where we have landed our- 
selves. The chiefs of the tribes met re- 
cently in London to try and discover how 
everyone can get enough to livé on when 
there is such an appalling surplus of every- 
thing. The only concrete proposal is that 
we will have to check production and re- 
duce the amount of wheat in the world if 
everyone is to have enough to eat. 

There are not many Indians left now 
in the country they once owned. Those 
that remain must chuckle as they see the 
white man trying to discover how he can 
feed himself when there are “too many 
buffalos.”’

A visitor from Mars, had he happened on earth 
in the past week, might have concluded from the 
headlines that the most important subject to every- 
one in the British Empire was the winning of tye 
tennis finals. Here in Canada we've had nightly 
bursts of suspense in the national and provincial 
contests, in addition to our interest in the inter- 
national tournament, 

The interest of millions in the hitting of a ball 
across a net with a racket is, I am quite prepared 
to believe, of vastly greater importance than my 
mind can grasp 

Re-reading Shakespeare's Henry V a few days 
ago, I was reminded that tennis is an older game 
than many people imagine. It appears as a full- 
fledged pastime for princes in the first act of 
Henry V 

As a prince, Henry had been noted for his 
riotous pursuit of pleasure, When he laid claim to 
certain dukedoms in France, the French Dauphin 
sent him as “meeter for his spirit’ a tun of 
treasure. The treasure turned out to be tennis 
balls. To the satitic jest, Shakespeare makes Henry 
reply to the Dauphin’s messengers: 

We are glad the Dauphin is so pleasant with us: 

His present, and your pains we thank you for; 

When we have match'd our rackets to these 

balls, 

We will, in France, by God's grace, play a set 

Shall strike his father’s crown into the hazard 

Tell him he hath made a match with such a 

wrangler 

That all the courts of France will be disturbed 

With chaces . 

Tell the pleasant prince this mock of his 

Hath turned his balls to gun-stones: and his 

soul 

Shall stand sore charged for the wasteful ven- 

geance 

That shall fly with them: for many a thousand 

widows 

Shall this, his mock, mock out of their dear 

husbands: 

Mock mothers from their sons, mock castles 

down 
Tell the Dauphin 

His jest will savour of but shallow wit, 

When thousands weep more than did laugh 
at it 

The British victory of a few days ago may have 
left some sore hearts among the French players 
but it made no widows and shook no castles down 


Nowadays, American civilization has found 
other kinds of rackets that do make widows and 
shake buildings down 

Reading Arthur Weigall’s “Sappho of Lesbos” 
this morning I came across the original racketeer 
He lived in ancient Greece in 700 B.C. His Chicago 
descendants might copy some of his methods with 
profit to themselves, and his end with profit to the 
general good 

Sappho, it is hard to realize as one reads the 
fragments of what burning lines escaped the edict 
of destruction of the mediaeval church, lived in 
the same age as Buddha in India and Nebuchad- 
nezzar in Babylon. Cyrus of Persia was only com- 
ing into power when her pen ceased to write her 
tense love-poems 

In that day Drimakos, an escaped slave, gathered 
a force of other sleve fugitives, and lived for many 
years as a robber-chieftain in the mountains of the 
Island of Chio Soldiers sent against him were 
defeated. Says Weigall: 

At length he sent a message to the citizen 
of Chios, promising that if they would leave hin 
in peace he would steal from them no more goods 
than he and his men actually required, would 
measure and record all grain taken, and would 
place his seal upon all barns and stores robbed 
by him, so that the owners might know by whom 
the theft had been committed and might be able 
to distinguish these recognized appr 
from the ordinary pilferings and burglaries to 
which they were liable 


He promised, furthermore, to try the case 
of every runaway slave who should seek sanc- 
tuary with him, retaining those who seemed to 
have just cause for their flight, and sending back 
to their masters those who should prove to have 
made off without having suffered any definite 
wrongs 


Drimakos, in other words, sold the good burghers 
of Chios “protective policies just as the racke- 
teers do in Chicago. Like them too, he was deeply 
religious. On the eve of holy days, his followers 
regularly took from the farms such animals and 
fruits as were necessary for sacrifice to the gods 
and such wine as was best fitted for the sacred 
libations Of his end, Weigall, who is indebted 
to Atheneus and Nymphorus for the story of Dri- 
makos, says: 

At length ,when he had grown old and was 
tired of life, he decided to allow his favorite fol- 
lowers to claim the large reward and the tree- 
dom that had been offered for his head; and he 
therefore voluntarily submitted to decapitation, 
his severed head being then taken to the city of 
Chios where the price for it was duly paid. A 
shrine was afterwards erected at his grave in the 
mountains, and there, under the name of the 
Gentle Hero, his spirit was worshipped during 
the centuries which followed 

Any references to Drimakos that might inspire 
emulation would be incomplete without that to his 
voluntary end

Health and Diet Advice

TREATMENT FOR SUNSTROKE AND HEAT 
EXHAUSTION 
treatment of sunstroke, where the face

is red, the fever is high and the patient possibly 


unconscious, the first thing to do is to reduce the 
fever as quickly as possible. One of the best ways 
which has been found is to place the patient on a 


cot and throw cold water on him from several feet 
away, and then directing a stream of ice water at 
the head every three minutes. Ice packs around 
the neck and head are good. | 
do not recommend the use of 
the ice cold enema, as T have 
found the warm or slightly cool 
enema will cleanse the large in- 
testine more effectively and 
draw blood away from the head 
The skin of the body may be 
cooled by turning the hose on 
the patient or by bathing with 
ice water or rubbing with ice, 
The temperature may be alarm- 
ingly high, as much as 107 to 
110 degrees. Keep up this treat- 
ment until it has been reduced 
Dr. F. McCoy to 103 degrees and then place 
the patient in bed, give warm water to drink and 
allow no feed other than fruit juices 

Heat exhaustion is different from sunstroke and 
the treatment is not the same, Heat exhaustion 
may follow exposure to sun or to unusual heat and 
humidity in the shade. It occurs often during a 
heat wave and the patient is unable to sleep or 
work. The first symptoms is giddiness, nausea, cold 
skin, paleness of the face, quick breathing, weak 
pulse, and finally loss of consciousness. The im- 
portant symptoms are the pale face and the cold 
skin 

The treatment must be begun at once and in 
such a case the outlook is good but in neglected 
cases, death may ensue. The best treatment is to 
bring the temperature back to normal and to help 
the heart action. The hot bath with cold applica- 
tions to the head is good. Hot packs may be ap- 
plied to the spine, and the limbs massaged if you 
cannot use a hot bath. Stimulation may be re- 
quired. Follow with a day's rest in bed and on no 
account allow the patient to return to work for a 
few days 


You will see that the emergency treatment for 
heat exhaustion is exactly opposite to that used 
for sunstroke. When you realize that in heat ex- 
haustion the skin is pale and cool, while in sun- 
stroke it is red and hot, it will be easy for you to 
tell the difference and know which treatment to 
use 

Both conditions are associated with nervous 
shock and the best after-treatment is rest in bed 
I would advise that these patients be placed on a 
fruit fast for a few days, with frequent warm or 
tepid baths, quite hot enemas, deep breathing ex- 
ercises and friction rubs. The hot enemas some- 
times bring about the quickest relief. The patient 
should try to build up his health and should be 
careful about exposing the body to undue heat in 
the future 

The prevention of undue suffering from heat is 
always easier than the cure of such conditions as 
sunstroke and heat exhaustion. One of the most 
important rules in preventing distress during hot 
weather is to use light meals, filling up on salads 
and fruits, taking a moderate amount of meat, and 
cutting down on the heat producing foods such as 
starches, sugars and fats On a hot day the best 
type of lunch is a meal made up of fresh, clean 
fruit, using one kind of fruit and nothing else Or 
the main part of the meal may be a large non- 
starchy vegetable salad. The fruits and vegetables 
are tempting to the appetite, they are refreshing on 
account of the large amount of water they con- 
tain, they are plentiful and occur in such abun- 
dance that there is plenty of variety. Best of all, 
th do not overload the digestive system. One,

who eats plentifully of these succulent foods and 
also protects himself by wearing proper clothing, 
would not be likely to develop sunstroke or heat 
exhaustion in a serious degree
